A Memorial to Jose Navarro 
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JOSE ANTONIO NAVARRO 


Today marks the 100th anniversary of the death of Jose 


Antonio Navarro, Texas patriot, for whom this county was 
named. 


A native Texan of Spanish descent, he was born in San 


Antonio Feb. 27,1795. His father was from the Isle of Corsica 
from which the City of Corsicana gets its name. Navarro was 
educated in Spain and returned to San Antonio to enter 
business with his father. 


He was appointed land commissioner for DeWitte's Colony 


and the district of Bexar. 


When the Texas-Mexican troubles erupted in 1835, his 


sympathies were with the Texas colonies which he aided in 
amny ways. 


Navarro, a delegate from Bexar to the convention in Old 


Washington, was appointed to the committee which framed 
the constitution for the republic. When the declaration of 
independence was adopted he was on of its signers, and 
served in the first congress for the Republic. 


Appointed a commissioner to accompany an expetition to 


Santa Fe in 1840 by President Lamar, Navarro was captured 
by Mexicans and kept in confinement until 1845. Throughout 
his imprisonment Santa Anna offered him freedom and a 
high office to side with Mexico and turn against Texas. 


Navarro refused. 
After his release from the prison in Mexico he immediately 


returned to San Antonio where he was elected a delegate to 


the convention which framed the state constitution under 
which Texas was admitted to the Union, and served in the 
first Senate. 


Navarro County was so named when created from a por- 


tion of Robertson County in 1846—named in honor of the 
Texas patriot. 


Then in 1848, when the county was organized and a per- 


manent seat of government was established, it was named 
Corsicana. 


Today, the centennial anniversary of the death of this man 


is observed not only in this county which is called by his own 
name, but by all Texans who recall from history the con- 
tributions this man made to the State of Texas. 
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Fatal Wreck 


An 82-year-old Corsicana man, Claude 


Byrne McKinney, died in Memorial 
Hospital Wednesday evening from in- 
juries received in a two-car collision on 
Hwy. 22 just west of Corsicana at 4:50 
p.m. Wednesday." 


Highway Patrolman Bob Parrish, who 


investigated the wreck with Patrolman 
Albert Fisher, said McKinney was 
driving on the shoulder of the road, 
apparently sightseeing with Mrs. 
McKinney, who was wjjth him. 


Then, Patrolman Parrish said, 


"McKinney apparently attempted to 
turn around to come back to Corsicana 
at the Knights of Columbus driveway, 
and was struck almost broadside by the 
second auto driven by Lattimore Smith, 
49, of Frost." 


All occupants were .taken to Memorial 


Hospital where they were admitted with ." 
the exception of Smith, who was treated 
for a fracture of the collarbone and 
dismissed. 


A passenger with Smith, identified by 


Parrish as Claude Hill, 55, received a 
severe head injury, and Mrs. McKinney 
also received a head injury. 
Funeral services for McKinney are 


pending at Corley Funeral Home. 


Born Aug. 30,1888, he was the great- 


grandson of Hampton McKinney, 
founder of Corsicana, and before his 
retirement was the owner and operator 
of the Corsicana Auto Glass and Supply. 
He was a member of the Lion's Club and 
the First United Methodist Church. 


Survivors include his wife; one 


daughter, Mrs. Doyle Webb of Marshall; 
two sisters, Mrs. Ed Wendell of Dallas 
and Mrs. Edna Farrell of San Antonio; 
two brothers, Bill Clement and Ray 
Clement of Dallas; one granddaughter, 
Mrs. Louis Vovk of Bethany, Okla.; and 
one great-granddaughter, Diana Lynn 
Vovk.

Legislature Gets 
Governor's Help 


AUSTIN (AP) — Gov. Preston Smith 
agreed Wednesday to help the new 
legislature get down to work five days 
earlier than originally planned.. 


Smith said late Wednesday, after an 


urgent plea from speaker Gus Mutscher, 
that he will give his official message to a 
joint session Jan. 20, the day after his 
inauguration, instead of Jan. 25 as an- 
nounced earlier. 


Mutscher contended he could not 


announce the membership of his 40-odd 
standing committees until after the 
governor makes his recommendations, 
including gubernatorial plans for raising 
$800 million in new taxes. ' 


The governor's speech will be the 


signal for organization of the important 
House committees and pre-debate action 
on the proposed legislative measures 
already pouring into the House clerk's 
office. 


"Our view is to allow him as much of 


an open forum as possible," Mutscher 
told the House Wednesday in reference 
to the governor's speech. "Pre-con- 
ceived strategies would be a mistake on 
my part at this time." 


Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes announced the 27 


Senate committees minutes after the 
62nd Legislature opened Tuesday and 
committee hearings began Wednesday. 


Smith did not give any reason for 


changing the date of his speech but it 
was common knowledge he did not relish 
the idea of giving an important serious 
message the morning after the fun- 
making and festivities at six inaugural 
balls on the night of Jan. 19. 


On Jan. 21; a massive dedication 


ceremony of the Sid W, Richardson Hall 
at the University of Texas by the new 
secretary of the Treasury, former Gov. 
John B. Connally, will attract many 
state officials and legislators away from 
their duties at the Capitol. 


In Wednesday's brief morning session, 


the Senate heard introduction of the $7.5 
billion two-year general appropriation 
bill suggested by the Legislative Budget. 
Board. The Senate Finance Committee 
considered 
portions of the .bill 


Wednesday afternoon and scheduled 
other meetings today. 


"You five people, perhaps, can play a 


greater role in saving money for the 
state than anyone else in the 
legislature," Barnes told the five-man 
subcommittee starting the budget study. 


Barnes stressed that the legislature 


must act promptly to provide more 
emergency money for public welfare or 
money will run out by June for benefit 
payments to dependent children and for 
medical assistance. 


Bethlehem Still Plans 
To Hike Price of Steel 


BETHLEHEM, Pa. (AP) - The 


Bethlehem Steel Co. says it will go ahead 
with plans to boost prices of steel used in 
construction work and shipbuilding 
despite an indication from President 
Nixon that he might raise quotas on 
imported steel if the increases are im- 
plemented. 


A statement released Wednesday also 


said the Nixon administration knew of 
the proposed increases in advance. The 
company said the administration gave 
no indication it "would react as strongly 
asit^d." 


The rate changes on four major types 


of steel, announced Monday, amount to 
boosts of 11 to 13 per cent. They are to. 
take effect March 1. Bethlehem is the 
nation's seconi'largest steel producer. 
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British Commons 
reak-ln Thwarted 
Search Continues for Bombers 


LONDON (AP) — Police captured 


four men trying to break into the House 
of Commons today while Scotland Yard 
continued its hunt for extremists who 
bombed the home of Employment 
Minister Robert Carr. 


Aided by tracker dogs, 30 policemen 


searched Westminster Palace, the home 
of Parliament, after the arrests. They 
found glass-cutting equipment. 


A custodian first spotted two men at 


the foot of Big Ben, the landmark 
timepiece that booms the hours above 
Parliament. He grappled with the pair 
while a third man dived through a win- 
dow into a storeroom. 


A House of Commons police officer 


joined the struggle. Police found the 
third man, dazed, in the storeroom and 
later arrested a fourth man on the other 
side of the Thames after he made off in a 
car. 
, 


The police threw a cordon around 


Parliament Square while police laun- 


ches sped along the banks of the 
Thames. 


There was no indication of any con- 


nection between the attempt to break 
into the House of Commons and the Carr 
bombing. 


There was a rumor the four men were 


Welsh nationalist but mis could not be 
confirmed. „ 


A militant organization calling itself 


"The Angry Brigade" was at the top of 
Scotland Yard's list of those wanted for 
the Carr bombing Tuesday night. A 
London newspaper got a crudely printed 
letter saying: "Carr got it tonight ... 
were (sic) getting closer." It was signed 
by The Angry Brigade. 


Carr's home was blasted . by two 


powerful time bombs, but he and his 
family were not hurt, and police 
spokesmen today said they ;now believe 
the bombs were intended to cause 
damage and were not an attempt on 
Carr's life. 


"There were lots of easier ways open 


for anyone wanting to kill Mr. Carr," 
said Chief Supt. Roy Habershon. 


The Angry Brigade claimed respon- 


sibility last month for an explosion at 
Carr's ministry. The ministry and its 
chief were targets because he is piloting 
the government's bill to outlaw wildcat 
strikes through the House of Commons. 


New security measures to protect 


government ministers and the royal 
family went into operation Wednesday, 
with extra guards placed on their homes 
and official residences.

The Rev. Philip Berrigan, the im- 


prisoned antiwar priest, and four others 
have denied they were part of an alleged 
bomb-kidnap plot, scoring the charges 
as a government attempt to discredit 
the antiwar movement. 


Berrigan, 47, and five others were 


indicted Tuesday by a federal grand jury 
in Harrisburg, Pa., on charges of plot- 
ting to kidnap presidential aide Henry 
Kissinger and to blow up heat tunnels in 
government buildings. 


The grand jury met on the case again 


Wednesday and Asst. U.S. Atty. Guy 
Goodwin said one reason for continuing 
the probe was the possibility that some 
of those being questioned might become 
defendants. 


Two of the defendants were released 


on bail after spending a night in jail and 
three others were held in lieu of $50,000 
bond apiece, 


Berrigan remained at the federal 


prison in Datibury, Conn., where he is 
serving ;a six-year sentence 
for 


destroying draft records in Maryland. 


His brother, the Rev. Daniel Berrigan, 


49, who is serving a three-year sentence 
at Danbury on similar charges, was one 
of seven persons named as co-con- 
spirators in the case but not formally 
charged. 


The Berrigans met with attorney 


William Kunstler in the prison and 
through him released 
a statement 


likening the government's charges to the 
Nazis' burning of the Reichstag building 
in 1933. 


"Knowing that most Americans are 


against that war, the government has 
embarked on a tragic and outrageous 
course— to stigmatize millions of moral- 
ly dedicated opponents of our military 
involvement in Indochina as violent and 
deranged people," they said. 


"We call on all our fellow citizens, 


whatever their politics or religious 
beliefs, to repudiate the use of fabricated 
accusations and state trials to facilitate 
the implementation of foreign and 
domestic policies that may, if unchecked 
now, make peace, freedom and truth an- 
achronisms of another day," they said. 


Sister Elizabeth McAlister, 31, of 


MarjJmount College in Tarrytown, N.Y., 


was released on $50,000 bond. 


At her arraignment in Newark, N.J., 


she said she was "astounded and 
shocked" by the charges, adding that 
she thought the government was trying 
to silence the antiwar movement by 
jailing critics "perhaps for the rest of 
their lives." 


In Chicago, Eqbal Ahmad, a 40-year- 


old Pakistani who is a fellow at Chicago 
University's Adlai Stevenson Institute of 
Public Affairs, was released on $60,000 
bond. He refused comment on the case. 


The other three defendants are the 


Revs. Joseph R. Wenderoth, 35, and Neil 
R. McLaughlin, 30, and the now-married 
former Josephite priest, Anthony 
Scoblick, 30. They were held in lieu of 
$50,000 bond each.

At their arraignment in Baltimore 


they issued a statement denying .the 
charges. "To attribute kidnaping and 
bombing to priests who have neither ijhr 
philosophy nor the resources to support 
such activity" demonstrates '-the 
desperation of men who have decide^ to 
stop at nothing in order to crush the an- 
tiwar movement," itj»aid.

The Little Giant of the House 


BUG TUSSLE, Okla. (AP) - 


When Carl Albert of Oklahoma is 
elected speaker of the House of 
Representatives, it will mark the 
climax of one of the longest 
journeys in American political 
annals: from this tiny backwater 
settlement to the second most 
powerful office in the gov- 
ernment. 


For the House, it could be the 


Start of a dramatic change in 
what has become an outmoded 
and generally discredited insti- 
tution. 


Albert will be the first man 


born in the 20th century to serve 
as speaker. And although he is 62, 
Albert brings to the speakership 
qualities that could restore the 
House as a vital and effective 
legislative body. These qualities 
are an intense love of the House, 
a burning ambition, and a single- 
minded determination to suc- 
ceed. 


They are qualities that can be 


traced back to Carl Albert's 
earliest days in the red hill 
country of southeastern Oklaho- 
ma, where he was born in 1908, 
just a year after that Indian 
Territory became the 46th state. 


His father was one of many 


young men lured off the farms in 
neighboring states by the dis- 
covery of coal in the area around 
McAlester. He was a miner there 
when Carl was born, but when a 
second son arrived 20 months 
later, Mrs. Albert prevailed on 
her husband to quit the mines 
for less dangerous work. The 
family moved into a tiny log 
cabin in an area north of 
McAlester known then and now to 
its inhabitants as Bug Tussle. 


It was a community of poor 


tenant farmers, but it was, above 
all, a community; neighbors 
helped each other put up homes 
and if one got sick the others 
came in to do the farm chores. 
And Bug Tussle had a school—a 
two-room building with one 
teacher taking the first four 
grades and another the next four. 


It was in that schoolhouse, 


across the fields from the Albert 
farm, that the Carl Albert began 
a remarkable scholastic career 
that led to three years at Oxford 
as a Rhodes Scholar. 


The fact that a jumble of 


printed words on a page could 
have meaning came as a dazzling 
discovery to 6-year-old Albert. 
Neither of his parents had gone 
past the fourth grade and he had 
never before been exposed to 
books. 


"I was absolutely enthralled 


when I found I could read," he 
said. "A whole new world opened 
up." 


Albert also found during those 


days that he could speak with 
uncommon power and expres- 
sion. Recitation of famous 
speeches and passages from 
books was part of the curriculum. 


Albert's speaking ability won 


him a regional oratory cham- 
pionship and a three-month tour 
of Europe when he was in high 
school, and a national cham- 
pionship worth $1,500 when he 
was at Oklahoma University. 


When he qualified for the re- 


gional tournament the publisher 
of the McAlester News-Capital, 
Fred G. Coles, took Albert into a 
clothing store and brought him 
his first suit, so he would make a 
proper appearance. A pair of 
overalls and an old gray coat 
were what he wore to school each 
day. 


Despite the promise he had 


shown at Bug Tussle, Albert had 
to drop out of school after the 
eighth grade. It was eight miles 
to the High School in McAlester. 
and he had no way to get there. 
He stayed out a year, helping his 
father on the farm and studying 
on his own. Then the family 
moved back into McAlester and 
he resumed his studies. 


The tiny farm boy with the big 


voice—he stands only 5 feet 4 
today—wound up as the biggest 
man on campus at McAlester 
High. He was president of the 
student body and just about 
everything 
else 
when 
he 


graduated in 1927, and the class 
annual hung a tag on him that has 
remained ever since: "The Little 
Giant." 


He continued his pace at Okla- 


homa University, winning most 
scholastic honors and also a place 
on the wrestling team. 


Throughout his school and col- 


lege days, Albert rarely joined in 
the hunting and fishing outings 
that most of his classmates lived 
for, and he kept to his books after 
school. 


Albert's zeal for study was 


partly sheer delight in learning, 
but it also was focused on a def- 
inite goal. Before he left Bug 
Tussel, Albert had decided he 
wanted to be a congressman. 


The tiny school was visited one 


day by the district's con- 
gressman, a handsome, colorful, 
part-Indian named Charley 
Carter. With his horse and buggy, 
his flowing white hair and his fine 
speaking manner he made a deep 


impression on Albert. So did Ms 
message. 


"He told us about Washington 


and Congress and how anybody, 
even a little Indian-boy, could 
grow up to be a congressman," 
Albert recalled. "That sounded 
good to me and I've wanted to be 
a congressman ever since." 


Albert's chance wasn't to come 


until 1946. He returned from his 
three years at Oxford during the 
Depression 
and 
had 
just 


managed to establish himself in a 
law practice when World War n 
began. 


The Air Corps put his legal 


training to use and he rose to the 
rank of lieutenant colonel in the 
Judge Advocate's Division. He 
also met and married a pretty 
Pentagon clerk, who at 5-feet, 
was even shorter than he was. 


His wife, the former Mary 


Harmon of Columbia, S.C., tells 
how when Carl first entered the 


office where she was working, 
she told the other girls: "Now you 
all can just stand back. This one's 
mine. He's just my size." 


The Alberts have two children, 


a 22-year-old daughter who is a 
senior at Rice Institute in 
Houston, and a 15-year-old son 
who attends private school in 
Washington. 


With the war over, Albert had 


again begun to establish himself 
as a lawyer in McAlester when, 


the night before the filing dead- 
line, the incumbent congressman 
notified him that he was not going 
to seek re-election. 


Albert had not planned to run 


that year, but with the seat open, 
he raced to Oklahoma City to 
'beat the filing deadline and Qllfet flt HJOIllC 
plunged into the Democratic

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Boone Has 
Will Travel 


Outward Bound 


Richard Boone was born in Los Angeles, 
But his expression as he stands in a Los 
Angeles street of today conveys his 
distaste for the problems he sees there. 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Rich- 


ard Boone finds long, long faces 
here, and little eagerness to ex- 
cel. 


"There's no sense here that 'we 


want Hollywood to be the 
greatest in the world,'" he says, 
viewing his hometown dimly. 
"It's 'we want Hollywood to pay 
us the biggest salaries.'" 


Seven years ago the rugged, 


craggy-faced ex-star of televi- 
sion's "Medic" and "Have Gun, 
Will Travel" moved with his wife 
and son to Hawaii. 


He loafed for a couple of years, 


fished, sailed, produced a movie 
in the islands and costarred in 
others elsewhere including "The 
Arrangement," in Hollywood and 
New York and "The Kremlin 
Letter," in Helsinki and Rome. 


This year he starred with Les- 


lie Caron in a film produced in 
Israel, "Madron," and that gave 
him his new idea: He plans to 
produce films there, and perhaps 
move his family to the war- 
threatened little nation, for two 
years, 


Israel's fledgling film industry, 


Boone reports, 
has "tre- 


mendously talented, exciting 
people, with the savvy that will 
enable them to compete. 


"The sense is, 'If we're not the 


greatest in the world, by the day 
after tomorrow we will be,'" 


Boone currently is leading an 


outlaw band in a John Wayne film 
on location in Mexico. During 
time out recently, he flew to 
Hollywood to stand in for Israeli 
actress Hana Meron as speaker 
at a Bonds-for-Israel rally. 


In an interview Boone was 


asked if he has quit Hollywood for 
good. 


"Yes, I have," he said. "I think 


there are so many places in the 
world that are more interesting 
to live... that give you a chance to 
work more productively ..." 


Was Boone also fed up with 


Hollywood as a place to live? 


"Yes. My son was 10 years old, 


we lived in the west part of Los 
Angeles—very nicely we lived, 
too—but my son had never been 
to school with a Negro or a 


Mexican. And this is in Southern 
California. I felt I was not giving 
him a fair shake as far a 
education is concerned. 


"In Hawaii he goes to school 


with every kind of kid that was 
ever born anyplace." 


The film city he now finds un- 


attractive is part of Los Angeles, 
where Boone, a 
seventh- 


generation nephew of Daniel 
Boone, was born 53 years ago. 


At various times after gradua- 


tion from Stanford University, he 
worked as oilfield roustabout,

"The cancellation of the • 
anthology was a bitter disap- 
pointment, but it wasn't really 
what caused me to move. 


"It was simply a case of my not 


wanting to do any more series 
television. And in that case, since 
I'm only five hours away from 
L.A., why not live in Hawaii? 


"For a couple of years I just 


sort of recharged my batteries. I 
became interested in what was 
going on politically and started to 
work with retarded children — 
raising funds, visiting schools, 
talking to youngsters, being an 
active participant in the pro- 
gram."

man, sport fisherman, partner in 
a saloon and president of the 
Kona Big Game Club.

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Prospects for a United Europe Seem Bleak

(BRUSSELS)-As long as 


supranationality—the federation 
of 
historically 
sovereign 


nations—is outlined in the 
vaguest of terms, Europeans 


seem warm to the idea. But 
when specifics and timetables 
come into the picture, someone 
invariably gets cold feet. 


The situation was brought into 


clear focus in October, when two 
Common Market reports were 
issued within the space of a few 
days. One, the Davignon Report 
on political union, was cautious, 
simply advocating a "single 
voice for a united Europe," but 
stating no specific goals. The 
report, named for the high 


Belgian foreign ministry official 
who drafted it, was, as one critic 
said, "timid in its practical ap- 
proach." And for this reason, it 
vas acceptable to the six Com- 
mon Market countires—France, 
Germany, 
Italy, 
Holland, 


Belgium, and Luxembourg—who 
came together 
in 
limited 


economic union twelve years ago. 


But the second report—written 


under the direction of Luxem- 
bourg Prime Minister Pierre 
Werner—was haggled over and 


has not yet gotten off the ground. 
The reason was that, as a bold 
design for full economic and 
monetary union, the Werner 
Report expected the six member 
states to hand over important 
national powers to a federal 
authority according to a precise 
timetable. 


Once again, it was France, the 


traditional stumbling-block in 
Common Market 
negotiations, 


who refused. France continually 
has fought the transfer of 


severeignty away from national 
governments to Common Market 
federal institutions. 


When 
Common 
Market 


representatives met here Dec. 14, 
hours of argument failed to break 
the deadlock over how to im- 
plement Werner's ambitioua 
pi n doe union. 


The plan would merge the six 


national currencies into one 
European monetary unit which 
could rival the dollar in world 
trade. The common currency 


would be managed 
by a 


European Central Bank on the 
lines of the Federal Reserve 
System of the United States. 


At the same time, the six 


nations 
would 
move 


"progressively" to full economic 
union by introducing uniform tax 
rates, 
freeing 
capital 


movements, and coordinating 
such vital economic indicators as 
credit policies, growth rates, and 
wage increases. 


Disagreement at the Brussels 


meeting centered on the political 
implications 
of union. The 


dissenter, France, refused to 
commit herself to giving any 
national powers to supranational 
institutions, such as the executive 
branch, or Commission, of the 
Common Market. She also shied 
away from the next logical step- 
giving real powers of control to 
the European Parliament, now 
merely an advisory body. 


France's main opponent in the 


negotiations was West Germany, 


backed up by the other four 
nations of the Common Market. 


The French defended their 


position -by saying that it is not 
yet realistic to .talk of full 
economic union between nations 
of vastly different structure:. 
Germany, for example, is 
Europe's 
leading 'economic 


power, while France remains 
primarily an agricultural nation, 
and Italy has a regional problem 
in the underdeveloped south.

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Texas Legislators Get Remodeled Offices 


AUSTIN (AP) - Legislators 


have found they have new or 
refurbished offices plus remod- 
eled Senate and House .chambers. 


They also found electricians, 


carpenters, painters and carpet 
layers scurrying about, finishing 
up. 


Workmen hurried to get large 


rolls of carpeting and furniture 
from the hallways and to clear 
the dust from the chambers be- 
fore the members themselves 
begjyri creating and stirring a 
little dust of their pwn. 


Each of the 31 senators now has 


his own private office with a 
separate reception room for his 
staff. 


About 100 representatives 


fared as well as the senators, 
getting private offices for the 
first time. The 49 others had to be 
happy with two-man offices. 


The new look for the interior of 


the 82-year-old Capitol was made 
possible by the 1969 legislature, 
which appropriated $560,000 
each to the House and Senate, 


Published reports show that the 


low contract bid for the work was 
$1,154,902 but projects added 
after the contract was signed 
pushed the fintal total to almost 
$1.5 million. 
, 


H. R. Nieman Jr., State Build- 


ing Commission director, said his 
office was given $1.5 million to 
refurbish the interior, so there is 
enough money to foot the bills. 
This money is in addition to the 
House and Senate contingency 
funds, which are also used for 
remodeling, Nieman said, the, 
$1.5 million was split equally 


between the two chambers, 
Nieman said. 


All offices and the two cham- 


bers will be ready when the gavel 
rabs Tuesday, said the two 
legislators overseeing the work. 


"We're absolutely in good 


shape," Rep. Tommy Shannon of 
Fort Worth, chairman of the 
House Administration Commit- 
tee, said late last week. "Each 
legislator has had an office as- 
signed to him." 


Sen. Jack Hightower of Vernon, 


chairman of the Senate Con- 


tingent Expense Committee, 
concurred. 


"We're going to have all offices 


complete, along v/ith the Senate 
chamber itself," he said. "I spent 
two days in Austin trying to push 
and tug and it's going to be a 
squeaker." 


As Hightower spoke from -his 


law office in Vernon, his secre- 
tary in his Capitol office was 
keeping one eye on her desk and 
one on the scaffold above her as 
an electrician worked in the 
ceiling. 


Hightower said the overrun in 


construction costs was expected. 


"We knew in the beginning we 


could not get all of the work 
done," he said. "We had the 
architect do part of it and then let 
a contract. Other contracts were 
let as add-ons." 


He said whatever extra money 


had to be spent on the re- 
furbishing of the Senate portion 
would come out of that body's 
contingent fund. 


The add-ons came as Workmen 


encountered pipes, wiring and 


other obstacles which did not 
show up in the blueprints. Extra 
steel beams had to be added 
where blueprints showed beams 
to exist but none were found. 


The taxpayer paid for 14 new 


offices for senators, two com- 
mittee rooms and 42 new offices 
for House members, plus com- 
pletely refinished quarters for 
the legislative reference library 
and the Legislative Budget 
Board. 


The Senate chamber got deep 


blue carpeting. The House 


chamber was carpeted a few 
years ago in gold. 


The House decided to soften the 


blow of spending the public's 
money by installing gold carpet- 
ing in its gallery where specta- 
tors and lobbyists sit. 


The Senate picked up space for 


its 14 offices when the comp- 
troller moved from the east wing 
of the Capitol to the Finance 
Building. The state treasurer 
moved there also, making room 
for 30 House offices.

Mrs. Geraldine Winn, director of Cor- 


sicana Public Schools Cafeterias, and C. 
E. Vickers, screening committee chair- 
man for the federal lunch program, state 
that the program is operating smoothly 
here. 


For the benefit of those who are not 


aware of the new program, they have 
announced the following guidelines. 


Free lunches are provided to each child 


in school whose family income and size fall 
in the groupings below. 


Family of one below $1,200 income. 
Family of 2 below $1,800 income. 
Family of 3 below $2,400 income. 
Family of 4 below $3,000 income. 
Family of 5 below $3,500 income. 
Family of 6 below $4,100 income. 
Family of 7 below $4,600 income. 
Family of 8 below $5,600 income. 
Add $450 to the above amounts for each 


additional member. 


According to Vickers, people who have 


been refused assistance may call for a 
hearing. This is primarily to establish 
need even though the income might be 
above the guidelines listed above. An 
example might be a great loss by fire, 
prolonged absence from work of the wage 
earner, or excessive medical and drug 
bills, to name a few, Vickers said.
